Gentlemen : 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  examination  and 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Bow  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1956,  which  was  made  by  this 
Division  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  your  Board. 
Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer. 
Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds, 
Baker  Free  Library  and  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets — December  31,  1955-Decem- 
ber  31,  1956:  (Exhibit  A-l) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1955 
and  December  31,  1956,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l. 
As  indicated  therein,  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
changed  from  a  Surplus  of  $6,943.31  to  a  Net  Debt  of 
$57,939.82  during  1956. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  during  the  vear  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the 
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factors    which    caused    the    change    indicated     therein.

Change  in  Financial  Condition 


Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expen- 
ditures —  Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Ex- 
hibits A-3  &  A-4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expen- 
ditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1956,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  A-3 
and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit 
A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $3,762.50,  less 
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a  revenue  surplus  of  $328.55,  resulted  in   a   net  budget 
deficit  of  $3,434.05. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1956,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
December  31,  1956,  is  indicated  n  Exhibit  B-2. 


AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipts  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices 
and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled 
bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from 
depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  in- 
dicated by  the  Collector's  records. 

Current  Surplus: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total 
assets  over  current  liabilities)  decreased  from  $6,943.31 
to  $2,060.18  in  1956,  as  shown  by  the  following  statement:

Current  Surplus  $6,943.31  $2,060.18 
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Appropriation  Overdrafts  and  Application  of  Municipal 
Budget  Law: 

As  indicated  by  Exhibit  A-4,  there  was  a  net  overdraft 
of  appropriations  amounting  to  $3,762.60  in  1956.  In 
other  words,  total  expenditures  exceeded  total  budgetary 
appropriations  by  this  amount. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Budget  Law  (R.  S.  A.  Chapter  32)  a  request  was  received 
from  the  Selectmen,  with  the  approval  of  the  budget  com- 
mittee, for  authority  to  exceed  budgetary  appropriations 
by  not  more  than  $4,000.00  on  account  of  winter  highway 
expenses.  Under  date  of  December  27,  1956,  a  certificate 
of  emergency  was  issued  by  the  Tax  Commission  in  au- 
thorization of  the  excess  expenditures  as  requested. 

Conclusion : 

The  provision  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  re- 
quire that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and 
recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Bow  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOW  VOLUNTEER 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  death  of  Deputy  Chief  Howard  C.  Day  on  Christ- 
mas Day  was  a  heavy  loss  to  our  Fire  Department,  as 
well  as  to  the  Community.  He  had  ably  served  as  our 
First  Deputy  Chief  since  the  beginning  of  the  Department 
and  he  will  be  greatly  missed.  Carroll  W.  French  was 
elected  to  fill  out  out  his  unexpired  term  of  office. 

During  the  year  of  1956  Ave  answered  36  alarms.  1 
grain  silo  fire,  4  chimney,  4  house,  4  grass,  8  brush,  2  dump 
fires,  1  truck,  1  bulldozer,  2  flooded  oil  burners,  2  rubbish, 
1  false  alarm  and  six  mutual  aid  out  of  town  calls.     We 
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went  once  to  Loudon,  twice  to  Hopkinton,  and  three  times 
to  Concord.  We  called  for  aid  from  Concord  three  times, 
once  from  Dunbarton,  and  once  from  Hooksett  Village. 
Nine  of  our  fires  were  due  to  the  construction  of  the  new 
Toll  Highway. 

The  gross  loss  from  fire  was  $14,043.40.  Insurance  paid 
$11,222.37,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  $2,821.03. 

The  new  equipment  purchased  from  town  funds  was 
Rockwood  Foam  equipment  to  fight  oil  and  gasoline  fires 
and  a  5  kw  generating  plant  that  is  being  set  up  to 
furnish  electricity  for  the  fire  station  in  case  of  electric 
power  failure. 

The  Department  raised  $1,115.42  from  the  sale  of  scrap 
paper,  donations  etc.,  and  from  this  money  we  purchased 
a  set  of  wrenches  for  each  truck,  2  steel  paper  balers,  a 
salvage  cover  and  parts  for  our  generating  plant,  and 
placed  in  our  building  fund  $555.53. 

It  was  voted  to  turn  over  $2,500.00  from  our  Building 
Fund  to  the  town  for  the  Community  Building,  and  to 
assume  the  work  and  cost  of  painting  the  building. 

There  has  been  no  settlement  as  yet  with  the  State 
Highway  Department  on  the  lot  across  from  the  present 
station. 

Three  officers  of  the  Department  attended  an  excellent 
Fire  School  at  the  Meadow  Wood  Fire  Department  in 
Fitzwilliam.  The  school  was  sponsored  by  the  N.  H. 
Fire  Chief's  Club. 

We  all  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for 
their  help  and  the  hot  coffee,  doughnuts,  etc.,  at  a  number 
of  the  fires  this  year. 

The  new  Community  Building  has  been  started,  the 
foundations  are  all  completed,  and  the  construction  is 
expected  to  start  in  the  first  part  of  March.

REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES  AUXILIARY  TO  THE 
BOW  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

On  the  19th  of  September  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  to  the 
Bow  Volunteer  Fire  Department  held  their  first  meeting 
for  the  year  1956-1957. 

With  this  meeting  begun  the  twelfth  year  of  activities, 
it  was  voted  at  our  October  meeting,  to  change  our  meet- 
ing night  from  the  third  Wednesday  to  the  first  Thursday 
evening  of  each  month,  meetings  are  held  at  members' 
homes,  at  eight  o'clock.  We  have  24  members,  and  12 
inactive  members.  Our  emergency  lunch  committee 
served  coffee  and  refreshments  to  the  firemen  at  four 
major  fires  this  year. 

Our  aim  is  still  to  raise  funds  to  furnish  and  equip  our 
new  meeting  room  and  kitchen,  when  the  new  fire  station 
is  built. 

We  now  have  in  our  building  fund  $1,447.90  and  $165.55 
in   our   general   fund.     These   funds   are  increased   each 
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year  through  efforts  of  the  members.  We  have  held  white 
elephant  sales,  played  Bingo,  sold  tickets  on  a  braided  rug, 
and  at  present  time  selling  tickets  on  a  crocheted  pocket- 
book.  We  sold  refreshments  at  the  Firemen's  Dance, 
and  at  the  neighborhood  dance  sponsored  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  Wood,  we  also  served  lunch  to  the  Merrimack 
County  Fire  Wardens  school. 

A  donation  was  made  to  help  with  expenses  for  the 
Halloween  party  held  for  the  children.  We  have  our 
annual  banquet  every  year,  and  our  Christmas  party, 
and  at  each  meeting  a  social  time  concludes  the  evening. 
We  are  always  happy  to  welcome  new  members,  our  dues 
remain  at  50  cents  a  year. 

It  is  only  when  fire  strikes  that  we  realize  how  import- 
ant the  volunteer  fireman  is  to  his  community. 

We  Auxiliary  members  are  proud  to  support  and  aid 
the  firemen  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

We  hope  many  of  the  women  of  Bow  will  join  us  this 
year.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


Following  the  annual  meeting  in  March  1956  the  Bow 
Town  planning  board  organized  with  Paul  Fresen  as 
chairman,  and  Albert  S.  Baker  as  secretary-treasurer. 
Other  members  are  Norman  F.  Ordway,  Wilbur  H. 
Vaughn,  and  William  A.  Megrath. 

The  board  held  12  regular  and  special  meetings  be- 
tween the  annual  meeting  and  February  1,  1957.  Its  mem- 
bers served,  also,  on  other  committees  considering  town 
affairs  including  proposals  for  erection  of  a  new  fire  sta- 
tion and  highway  garage  and  enlargement  of  the  town 
hall. 

Frequent  conferences  Avere  held  with  the  selectmen  on 
highway  changes  incident  to  construction  of  the  F.  E. 
Everett  turnpike  and  the  Hopkinton  by-pass,  both  of 
which  involve  major  changes  in  highway  alignment  at 
Bow  Mills  and  Bow  Junction.  The  board  also  attended 
conferences  with  state  highway  officials  on  these  matters. 

The  board  recommended  to  the  selectmen  that,  when 
funds  are  available,  the  Evans  cemetery  be  surveyed  by 
a  competent  engineer  for  the  purpose  of  re-lotting  unused 
portions  and  regrading.  The  board  purchased  a  limited 
number  of  town  tax  maps  out  of  its  appropriation,  sub- 
ject to  reimbursement  from  sales.  Some  of  these  are 
available. 

The  board  endorsed  the  Hopkinton-Everett  flood  con- 
trol project  as  a  means  of  protecting  the  town's  indus- 
tries and  agricultural  lands.  Its  secretary  recorded  this 
action  with  appropriate  legislative  committees. 

A  conference  was  held  with  members  of  the  board  of 
adjustment  and  the  building  inspector  to  review  the  town 
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zoning  ordinance,  consider  possible  changes,  and  discuss 
methods  of  enforcement. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Planning 
and  Zoning  Association  the  secretary  "was  elected  vice- 
president. 

The  board  sponsored  a  conference  with  members  of 
the  Bow,  Hooksett  and  Pembroke  planning  boards  and 
the  Allenstown  selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  exploring 
ways  and  means  by  which  these  towns  could  cooperate 
in  community  planning  and  the  conduct  of  routine  opera- 
tions in  which  there  is  mutual  interest.  This  effort  is  con- 
tinuing. 

Under  consideration  are  suggestions  for  minor  changes 
in  the  zoning  ordinance  which  may  be  presented  in  1958, 
and  the  development  of  a  highway  base  map  showing 
width  of  rights  of  way,  present  surface  treatment,  and 
responsibility  as  between  state  and  town  for  construction 
maintenance  with  a  view  to  recommending  a  continuing 
improvement  plan.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BAKER  FREE  LIBRARY 


The  trustees  and  librarian  of  the  Baker  Free  Library 
are  happy  to  report  a  very  busy  and  successful  year.  We 
have  had  many  new  readers,  both  among  adults  and 
children.  98  adults  and  182  young  people  and  children 
have  registered.  The  total  circulation  was  8,677  —  a 
gain  of  2,002  over  last  year.  We  have  added  648  new- 
books  ;  of  these,  212  were  through  State  Aid  and  by  gifts. 

Mr.  Buck,  principal  of  Bow  Mills  school,  releases  the 
bus  children  so  they  can  visit  the  library.  All  that  is 
necessary  is  to  bring  a  note  from  home.  Mrs.  Mulligan 
has  brought  her  grade  down  several  times  and  Mrs.  Down- 
ing is  taking  books  back  to  her  class  room  regularly. 
More  high  school  students  are  coming  in  for  books  for 
reports  and  special  readings.  Each  year  we  hope  to  in- 
crease our  services.  Virginia  Brown  is  helping  me  greatly 
and  is  spending  longer  time  at  the  library. 

Every  month  we  have  a  screen  and  bulletin  board  hung 
with  pictures  and  exhibits  tying  in  with  appropriate 
books.  Helen  Robinson  is  in  charge.  She  has  clipped 
pictures,  mounted,  filed  them  and  collected  objects  for 
display.  Among  the  subjects  presented  we  have  had  air- 
planes, circus,  Indians,  pasteboard  cutouts  of  farm  and 
barnyard  animals,  fall  and  New  Hampshire  foliage, 
Thanksgiving  and  special  Christmas  decorations  with 
snow  flakes,  candles,  "Night  Before  Christmas"  and  a 
creche. 

Your  librarian  has  given  two  book  talks  during  the 
year  and  is  always  ready  to  aid  you  in  selecting  books. 
The  library  is  open  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoons 
from  2  :00  to  5  :00.  From  July  1  to  Labor  Day  the  hours 
are  Wednesday  afternoon  from  2:00  to  5:00  and  Friday

evening  from  7:00  to  10:00.  Come  in  and  get  acquainted 
with  the  shelves  of  your  library.  You  may  be  surprised  to 
find  many  books  that  you  have  wanted  to  read.  We 
also  have  17  different  magazines  that  can  be  borrowed. 
Bring  the  children  and  get  them  into  the  habit  of  handling 
and  selecting  their  books.  We  have  them  from  picture 
books,  easy  readers  up  through  junior  novels. 

We  hope  you  will  take  pride  in  the  Baker  Free  Library 
and  will  use  it.  We  can't  be  successful  if  Ave  can't  get 
people  and  books  together.    That  is  our  aim.

SCHOOL  WARRANT 

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  Town  of 
Bow  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  12th  day  of  March  1957,  at  1 :30  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against   said  appropriation  of 
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such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  contract  with  Concord  and  Manchester  School  Dis- 
tricts and  School  Departments  for  the  tuition  of  Bow 
pupils  in  the  high  schools  and  said  districts  at  an  amount 
necessary  to  provide  therefore. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  reallocate  the  item 
of  $500,  appropriated  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March, 
1956,  for  garage  rent,  to  supplement  the  funds  of  the 
fiscal  year  1956-57. 

11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  develop  the  playground  area  adjacent  to  the 
school  property,  including  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the 
purchase  of  equipment,  and  to  determine  what  sums  of 
money  shall  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  such  project. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  appropriate  any 
funds  received  from  tuition  for  so-called  state  wards 
toward  payment  of  general  expenses  of  the  school  year 
1956-57. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
replacement  of  school  buses. 

14.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  adopt  a 
plan  for  extending  to  employees  of  the  School  District  the 
benefits  of  title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old 
Age  and  Survivor's  Insurance)  as  authorized  by  Chapter

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ters  301  and  332  of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  to  defray  the  school  dis- 
trict's share  of  the  cost  thereof.

officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
plan.

As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $2,380.55,  less  a  revenue 
surplus  of  $669.72,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of 
$1,710.83.

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Appropriation  Overdrafts  and  Application  of  Municipal 
Budget  Law: 

It  is  noted  that  in  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1956, 
there  was  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  amounting 
to  $2,380.55  (Exhibit  D).  In  other  words,  total  expen- 
ditures exceeded  total  budgetary  appropriations  by  this 
amount.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municpal  Budget  Law  (Chapter  32  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated)  application  should  have  been  made 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  authorization  to 
make  expenditures  in  excess  of  budgetary  appropriations. 

Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  re- 
quire that  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations 
of  this  report  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report 
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of  the  School  District.     The  conclusion  of  Exhibits  in  the 
published  report  is  optional  with  the  School  Board. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Bow  School 
District  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Bow  : 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  approximately 
the  same  number  of  pupils  as  for  the  preceding  year.  We 
had  one  change  in  our  teaching  staff  with  Mrs.  Gladys 
Downing  of  Concord  replacing  Miss  Virginia  Ross  in  the 
third  grade. 

I  feel  that  we  are  very  fortunate  in  the  people  making 
up  our  teaching  staff.  Few  schools  can  boast  of  a  better 
qualified  or  more  devoted  group  than  we  have  here  in 
Bow.  It  is  my  hope  that  we  can  continue  to  retain  such 
a  staff,  particularly  in  these  days  when  qualified  and 
capable  teachers  are  not  available  in  sufficient  numbers 
to  meet  the  teaching  needs  of  the  state. 
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During  the  current  year  we  have  semi-departmentalized 
the  instruction  in  our  upper  grades,  with  the  anticipation 
that  it  might  create  a  situation  for  the  pupils  similar 
to  that  which  they  will  experience  upon  entering  high 
school.  It  is  obviously  too  early  to  measure  the  results 
of  the  program. 

1957-58  Budget 

Contained  elsewhere  in  this  report  will  be  found  the 
budget  for  1957-58  as  proposed  by  the  School  Board.  The 
over-all  total  of  the  base  budget  is  approximately  $10,500 
greater  than  the  budget  of  the  current  year,  not  including 
the  special  articles  approved  last  March  or  proposed  for 
next  year. 

The  increase  of  $11,200  is  mainly  attributable  to  (a) 
Increase  in  Teachers'  Salaries  $3,000,  (b)  Proposed  Plant 
Repairs  $1,750,  (c)  Transportation  $700,  (d)  High  School 
Tuition  $4,720,  (e)  Debt  Service  $875. 

Under  proposed  repairs  the  Board  is  including  paint- 
ing of  the  exterior  of  the  school  building,  redecorating 
of  one  room  and  one  toilet  area,  and  the  refinishing  of 
pupil  desks  and  chairs. 

The  increase  in  the  high  school  tuition  item,  although 
due  to  a  degree  to  the  increased  rates  in  Concord  and 
Manchester  High  Schools,  is  mainly  caused  by  the  in- 
creasing number  of  pupils  who  are  to  attend  next  fall  over 
the  number  of  the  current  year. 

The  item  of  transportation  has  been  increased  $700  to 
allow  an  adequate  amount  to  meet  repairs,  operating  costs, 
and  salaries  of  our  drivers.  Our  yearly  costs  as  an- 
ticipated for  1957-58  are  well  below  the  amount  necessary 
if  we  were  to  contract  for  these  services  as  was  done 
prior  to  the  purchase  of  district  owned  buses. 

The  net  change  in  the  tax  levy,  if  the  budget  is  adopted 
as  prepared  by  the  School  Board,  would  be  approximately 
$8,750,  including  the  special  articles  as  contained  in  the 
warrant,  or  an  increase  in  the  tax  levy  of  10.6%. 
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1957  Warrant 

In  the  1957  Warrant  the  School  Board  is  including  sev- 
eral so-called  special  articles,  and  a  word  of  explanation 
might  be  in  order  at  this  time. 

A  year  ago  we  included  in  the  budget  an  item  of  $500 
for  rent  to  house  the  school  buses  in  the  proposed  town 
building.  Since  the  building  will  not  be  available  for 
the  current  year,  we  are  proposing  that  the  money  be 
reallocated  for  use  in  the  regular  funds  of  the  district. 
We  are  also  proposing  in  another  article  to  allocate  any 
funds  received  as  tuition  under  the  "state  wards"  bill  to 
the  same  funds.  Since  it  is  impossible  to  know  the  amount 
which  may  be  received  from  said  source,  and  since  Ave 
had  overdrafts  in  the  1955-56  budget  in  excess  of  the 
amount  anticipated  at  the  time  of  the  March  1956  meet- 
ing, the  transfer  of  the  above  funds  would  tend  to  reduce 
our  deficit  of  last  year,  and  not  require  a  deficiency  ap- 
propriation at  this  time. 

The  Board  has  included  an  article  relative  to  the  de- 
velopment of  the  playground  area.  At  this  writing  it  is 
not  certain  as  to  the  recommendations  which  may  be 
proposed  by  the  group  of  citizens  now  studying  the  prob- 
lem, but  it  is  anticipated  that  such  will  be  available  at 
the  time  of  the  district  meeting. 

An  article  is  also  provided  to  see  if  the  district  will  set 
aside  as  a  Capital  Reserve  the  sum  of  $1,000,  such  amount 
and  future  like  amounts  to  be  available  at  such  time  as 
it  is  necessary  to  trade-in  our  older  bus. 

The  remaining  items  in  the  warrant  are  concerned  with 
providing  Social  Security  benefits  to  those  of  our  em- 
ployees who  are  not  provided  for  under  the  Teacher  Re- 
tirement Law,  (e.g.  custodians,  lunch  workers,  etc.).
